FIGHT Pi TREATY 


WASHINGTON, March 4—A spirited debate on the Shan- 


tung reservation to the peace treaty was the only accomplish- 
ment in the senate yesterday in the negotiations for ratification. 
Senator Lodge hoped to be able to get a vote on the reservation 
today. 


The debate was characterized by bitter 
criticism of 
the 


President Senator Lenroot, supporting the Shantung reserva- 
tion, charged that the President had yielded to expediency at 
the conference in order to get Japan's support for the League 
of Nations. Senator Borah supplemented this statement with 
the assertion that if the senate had sent the treaty back to 
Versailles with an order to take the Shantung provision out, 
Great Britain, France and Italy would have agreed. 


In the course of the debate, Senator 
Borah taunted the 


Democrats with their support of the Lodge reservation, charg- 
ing that they are bound to desert President Wilson and vote 
lor ratification. He pointed to recent signs of "crumbling" on 
the Democratic side and added: 


"I don't know if in the end any of you will stand out against 


the reservation. That which you denounced six months ago as 
treason you will vote to ratify when the time comes, and will 
send to the President the treaty as revised by the senate, with 
its new interpretation of the Monroe Doctrine." 


Senator Borah declared he had no faith in the rumor that 


the President will refuse to accept the ratification with thei 
Lodge reservations and asserted that in his opinion, not only 
will the President's followers derert him and vote to ratify with 
the Lodge reservations, but the President will accept the ratifica- 
tion in this form.

WASHINGTON, March 4—A spirited debate on the Shan- 


tung reservation to the peace treaty was the only accomplish- 
ment in the senate yesterday in the negotiations for ratification. 
Senator Lodge hoped to be able to get a vote on the reservation 
today. 


The debate was characterized by bitter 
criticism of 
the 


President Senator Lenroot, supporting the Shantung reserva- 
tion, charged that the President had yielded to expediency at 
the conference in order to get Japan's support for the League 
of Nations. Senator Borah supplemented this statement with 
the assertion that if the senate had sent the treaty back to 
Versailles with an order to take the Shantung provision out, 
Great Britain, France and Italy would have agreed. 


In the course of the debate, Senator 
Borah taunted the 


Democrats with their support of the Lodge reservation, charg- 
ing that they are bound to desert President Wilson and vote 
lor ratification. He pointed to recent signs of "crumbling" on 
the Democratic side and added: 


"I don't know if in the end any of you will stand out against 


the reservation. That which you denounced six months ago as 
treason you will vote to ratify when the time comes, and will 
send to the President the treaty as revised by the senate, with 
its new interpretation of the Monroe Doctrine." 


Senator Borah declared he had no faith in the rumor that 


the President will refuse to accept the ratification with thei 
Lodge reservations and asserted that in his opinion, not only 
will the President's followers derert him and vote to ratify with 
the Lodge reservations, but the President will accept the ratifica- 
tion in this form.
